The it flition and fictitious values of the 
last few vears, in this country have had i 
tendency to largely advance the rate on 
Joans and ap ‘he poorer producing Classi» 
are the borrowers the high rates of interest 
which they have becn compelled to pay for 
accommeadation, have contributed largely 
to limper and cripple all industmal and 
commercial pursuits and is undermining 
and cating up the labor of the country 
The ery tbat money is worth whatit will 
bring i» not only autrue in fact but its 
practical application tends to demoralize 
all commercial operations and to paralyze 
the eneryies of the producing Classcs ^A 
stable currency and a unmitorm low rate of 
mmterest will alone restore a healthy con 
duion to the body politic and bring pros 
penty to the individual cruzer  * High in 
terest is only another name for bad ~ecur 
HV as a truism that is recognized by all 
strewd business men and especially by 
capitalists who loan money and any stite 
territory or community that will establish 
a reputation for prompt payment can get all 
the money they want at reasonable rates 

‘Lhe poor turmer who 1s strugghng on a 
homestead for subsistence and who at 
\empts to better his condition by borrow: 
ing money at cigbtcen to twenty four per 
cent, Will soon nod himself without home 
of bread for in the majority of cascs It re 
quires 4 foreclosure of the mortage to col 
leet the debt, aud no umount of economy 
aud industry on the part of the debtor will 
enable him to pay such rate of interest 
Generous and productive as our soil 1s it 
wul not jusufy those who till itim paying 
such rates of interest for the use of money 

The rate of interest in this ‘Territory wis 
Onginally fired by Jaw ut seven per cent 
per annum on the dollar, and such 1s still 
the law execpt where a higher rate 1s agreed 
op between tbe borrower and the lender, 
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where by mutual agreement the rate may 


bu adc as high as cightecn per cent, and 
of course but few contracts are made save 
at thest nghest figures Itis contended by 
some that, im new countries on the frontier, 
1115 necessary that local statutes slould es- 
tablish a high rate of interest to induce 
capital and investment In my humble 
}xdgment this isa mistake The establish- 
ment, by law, of a low rate of intercst, 
would inspire capitalists at a distance not 
oly with our ability but with our deter 
Mination to pay, aud the improve com 
mercial and financial character thus created 
fotourcives, would secure for us all the 
Morey wo might require to develop and 
build up the Territory, without unpover 
nhng our citizens ta enrech usurers and 
dbylocks 

For these reasons I respectfully recom 
inead and tn the name of the laboring and 
producing ciasocs most earnestly urge, that 
jour honorable body so amend and change 
existing laws as that not more tban ten 
Percent per annum on the one dollar shall 
be collectable, and that the taking of a 
arger rate, under any pretext whatever, 
shall be deemed usury and be declared un 


lawful, and be punished by the infliction of

While it 1s the duty of the gencial gov 
ernment to look after the Indians and pic 
vent their infringing the 1ights of citizens, 
1t is our duty, so far as the citizens of this 
ter1itory are concerned, to sce that citizens 
keep off the reservations and do not in- 
fringe those rights of the Indians, to main 
tmo which the good faith of the govern 
ment of the United States 13 pledged

the teri tlory 13 not the owner of any public 
buildings We ought to have a capital 
building sulliciently Jirge to accommodate 
the sittings of the Jegislative assembly and

haght of Hom GO to 70 feet The 
third largest pres uls throughout the 
continent and islinds of Southern 
Asta, ind grows to the height of 50 
feet 

as the stems of the bamboo are 
hollow, aud yet divided by strong 
partitions at th joints, they wre re adi- 
ly converted mto cups, water vessels, 
boxes, and cases of every sort, and 
even into bouts imd barrels ‘They 
also mike excellent cooking utcnsils, 
as they will admit of water ind yege- 
tables being boiled in them The 
stem of the Bo Zousuccarea, which as 
so hird that it will strike fire under 
the blow of a hitchct, 1s polished and 
used for the stalks of tobacco pipes 

About sity species of the bamboo 
are native to China, and throughout 
the Empire it 1s cultivated in the gar- 
dens of the poor and the parks of the 
wealthy, and put to every conceivable 
use The tubes form aqueducts for 
carrying water, and handles and ribs 
for fans and umbiellas The leaves 
are sewed into rain cloaks for farmers 
and boatmen, are made into sals, 
matted mto thatches, and swept into 
heaps of manure Cut into splints, 
the wood 1s made ‘ mto baskets and 
trays of every form and faney, twisted 
into cables, plaited into swings, and 
woven into mats, for the purposes of 
the casing of goods “The shavings 
are packed mto aakum to be stuffed m- 
to mattresses The bamboo furnishes 
the bed for sleepmg, the couch for re- 
tiring, the chair Jor sitting, the chop- 
sticks for eating, the pipe for smohing, 
the flute for entertaining, a curtain for 
the door, and a broom to sweep 
around ıt The ferule to govern the 
scholar, the book he studies, and the 
paper he writes, all originated trom 
this wonderlul grass The tapering 
barrels of the organ, and the dreadful 
instrument of the Inctor—once to strike 
harmony, and the other to stuhe dead, 
the rule to measure lengths, the cup 
to piuge quantities, and the buchet to 
draw water, the bellows to blow the 
fire, and the bottle to retain the match, 
the bird cage and crabnet, the fish- 
pole, the water-wheel and eave duct, 
wheelborrow and hand cart, and a 
host of other things we have no room 
to mention, are the utilities to which 
this magmficent graiss 1s converted ” 

A specimen of bimboo growing in 
Bris may be called a living fountain 
of sweet and refreshing water Tt 
grows from 30 to 40 feet high, with a 
diameter of Ginches The stems of 
the shoots are filled with a cool hqnid, 
which allays the most burning thirst 
Ihe plant as a grateful boon to a hot 
country, where it supphes the natives, 
who may be afar from water, with a 
delicious beverage 
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I remember distinctly the first time 
Lsa Jennmvson—he was about fifty 
seven then Having ben pointed 
cut to me ina drawing room, | could 
‘hot belicve him to be the laureate 
His height was hidden by a stoop, 
his once Juxunant lochs were scant, 
his tice was thin, his eves inflamed, 
and partially concealed by blue glass 
es His manner was nervous, Uneasy, 
awhward in the extreme, his voice 
querulous and disagreeable in spite of 
vs depth He was almost a bur 
vlesque cf the bard T had imagined 
h hs nose had been punted vormi 
hon, and he had a cotton umbrella un 
oder his um, he might have appeared 
in opera bouffe as a satire upon what 
| he had been I belicve he was then 
suffering from all health as weli as 
from one of the unamiable moods to 
whin he as at all time subject I 
have met him since under more favor 
thle circumstances, but 1 shall never 
forget my first impression of him 
The thm hai, the blue glasses, the 
bent form, the querulous tone wall 
stich to my memory hhe importunity 
to a book agent 
ALL KINDS OF FEED The author of STocksiey Hall has 
ilwayvs been a tireless tomer over his 
4 manuseript, spending hours, some 
umes days, it as sud, upon single 
hocs Many of his pocms, and parts 
of Ins poems have been entirely un 
hike that which he sent to the prmter 
His apparently easy, natural flow of 
languige has been purchased with the 
utinost pams He has coniessed some 
times that it is an agony to write, and 
vet he takes pleasure in the agony 
which gives him added fame He 
never surrenders any intellectual task 
until he has satisfied the last degree 
of Ins fastidhousness Le occasional 
ly makes his first draft with facihty, 
afterward changing, pruning, filling 
hne after line, word after word 
Like all the irritable kind, he 1s yva- 
riable and moody, especially in com- 
position One day he will do five 
times as much as he will another, 
sometimes he finds it impossible to 
write Generally , however, he works 
steadily and regularly, while he is at 
Varringford, leaving his literary la- 
bors behind him when, as they say 
here, he comes up to London His 
habit i to shut himself up in Mis li- 
brary , never permitting himself to be 
disturbed under any circumstances 
Nevertheless, he 1s interrupted, and 
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he grows wild with nervous irritabil 
ity The slightest imterruption ıs 
sufficicnt to expel the demon « f inspi 
ration for the day, and introuuce the 
demon of discord in his stead 

The poct’s general mode of writing 
is extremely slow He builds his 
poems word by word, just as a brich- 
maker makes a wall, brick by brich, 
except that the poet takes a hundred 
times the trouble that the mechanic 
does to arrange and cement his words 
together The song ‘ Come into the 
Garden, Maud,” 1s reported to have 
cost him more thought and labor than 
any poem of the same length he has 
ever ccmposed 1 haye been told 
that he wrote it fifty times before ıt 
pleased him, and then he spent nearly 
a month at it “Locksley Hall” ıs 
another marvel of offort Ue wrote 
it in two days and occupied the better 
part of six wechs, for eight hours ^ 
day, in altering and polishing it He 
used frequently to work as long as 
that, of late years he rarely spends 
more than four hours out of twenty- 
four in composition One of his fa- 
yorite poems is “The Princess,” 
which he considers his best produc- 
tion, after “Idyls of the King ”—

tempt of two strong tugs to tow an 
island, nearly two acres in eatent, out 
into the lake All who have ever 
visited our city have admired the 
charming little islands, heavily cover- 
ered with trees, shrubbery and foli- 
age, with which our bay is dotted, 
and very skeptical have they been 
when told that those islands are 
“ floating islands,” and that during 
very severe winds they not unfre- 
quently change their locations, and 
that during the past few years, sever- 
al of those which formerly adorned 
our bay, have been driven across that 
sheet of water, and lodged against 
and “grown to” Minnesota Pot 
These statements, though rather mar 
velous, were nevertheless true; an 
instance of the migratory character of 
these islands occurred during the ter- 
rible gale of last Saturday night, an 
island embracing nearly two acres 1n 
extent being torn from its moormgs 
near Rice’s Point, on the western side 
of the bay, and carried clear across 
the bay to Minnesota Point, where it 
lodged just this side of the dry dochs 
of W W Allen & Co On Tuesday 
two, tugs endeavored to tow this 
island out through the canal into the 
lake, but after working for a long

“ the whole mountain system 19 gold bearr- 
ing 1 

Yankton ıs growing very fast—some 
two hundred buildings having beer erect- 
ed in the last year, sfill not a vacant ten- 
ement can be found More dwellmg 
houses are impcrat.vely needed, Prop- 
erty is now very low Our taxes are only 
about one-third as mgh as an our naigh- 
bonng State This being true, here are 
many openings, hhe the one leading this 
arlicle Yankton being the central point 
for all Dakota and Northern Nebraska, 
must have iu the near future a wonderful 
growth, Holders of real estate hase but 
to hold on a few years to realize very 
largely on ther property The pioneer 
who has braved the hardslnps of frontier 


hfe and now owns real estate in or near 
Yankton, should not be too anvous to 
sell, by holding a short time longer he 
wall more than realie lis ewly hopes 
and anticipitions

Inthe N Y Ikrald recently appeared an 
account of the exercises at a eatheeral, on 
the occasion of the priest's blessing and 
baptizing the new bell previous to its being 
eleveted tothe tower to fulfill its bigh 
ofic. This being a custom peculiar to a 
certam church, the clergyman explained 1t 
by saying that since the Fall of Man, not 
only had the human race been wicked and 
uapure by reason of that sin, but aso the 
carth and aH imanimite nature, so that all 
such maternal objects asthe soil of the 
cemetery, the stones and tumbers of 
the church or the brazen metal of 
"the Dell, were tainted with the primeval 
curse of sin, aud unfit for sacred uses until 


sanctified 
This doctrine, though new to us then, 


yet coincides with many previous impres 
sions It hag always seemcd as if the doc 
trine of total depravity, if trae at all of 
minkind, was particularly sound 10 refer- 
ence to infemor animals, and inanimate 
things There are too many minor eyils 
and annoyances in out deahags with the 
matenal world to believe that there 1s not 
a mahgnity of purpose belonging to insen 
sate objects Ignorant people used to say 
that evil spirits and wicked faries caused 
a“ all thismischicf But we, more enlighten 
ed m doctrinal ponts, can see a safe and 
improving way to explain it, on the ground 
of the total depravity of things in general 

It 13 true, this assumption 1s not in az- 
cord with the general current of our best 
literature The lesson 18s everywhere incul- 
cated, that all natere1s lovely and pleasant, 
that all things were created for man’s use 
and benefit, and were just as perfectly 
adapted to his needs as he could have 
wished Weare told how beautiful and 
admirable are all the arrangements of hfe, 
and the natural inference 1s that a man 
must have a very wiched heart, who cries 
out inrebelhous mood when hghtning 
strihes his house or hail impoverishes his 
firm, or some cold winter morning he finds 
his pump frozen upand burst Impelled 
perhaps by the lowest grade of depravity, 
we will consider the question ın a manner 
not quite congerial to the optimist theory 
that all 19 for the best Suppose we 
take the ground that not only man is prone 
to do wrong but thatall the lower forms of 
life, even plants, stones, earth, air, and 
G nater, are just as bad as he is, or a tnfle 

worse 1f possible, preferring evil to good, 

and mischief above all things 

Tahing ths view of the case, ısıt any 

longer a matter of wonder that chickens 
G Jove to scratch in the choicest: beds of the 
garden better than elsewhere, that feline 
serenades generally happen just under the 
window of some tired sleeper, that when 
a picnic 1s approaching 1t generally rains, 
t that when a loose board ın the sidewalk ts 
stepped on, it fies up to break some one's 
shins, that if a boy treads on an old barrel 
í hoop, it wall jump up and hit him ın the 
back of the nech that when you go into a 
neighbor s yard at night in a hurry, v heth- 
er you area tall or short man his clothes- 
line 1s just as high as the bridge of your 
nose, that you always sec plenty of game, 
very close at hand, when you bave no gun, 
and that on the very’ darkest mghts, when 
the moon is most needed she invariably re- 
fuses to shine?’ 
A If a weh is dug, or a coal mine, it fills up 
with gas, of one of two hinds One hind 
will suffocate a man jn a moment, and the 
other will explode and blow him into the 
nat world. He can tell which hind he has 
on hand by trying it If a little boy drops 
lis bread and butter, 1t always strikes in a 
certain way Lamp chimneys will break 
without plovocation, Just for their own 
malicious amusement So will banks and 
insurance companies Brich chimneys 
will either smoke or tahe fire and burn 
out, or drip ink about the room And 
what householder thinks that the stove 
j pipe he worked so hard so put together, 1s 
i tree from premečitated and unpardonable 
guiit® if anew bell needs to have the 
original sin blessed out of 1t, what can be 
done to reform a stove pipe that wont fit, 
ora chimney that draws upward or down- 
ward just as its oWn unrevenerate nature 
may dictate’ 

In the vegetable world we see widespread 
i proofs of unbounded perversity of disposi- 

uong Here Darwin’s Jaw of the survival of 
the fittest gives way to another—'he sur 
i vivalof the most worthless In these old 
gardens once all the choice food plants of 
horucultare were planted and tended with 
eare, but as Soon as abandoned for other 
: uses, every useful and beneficent plant and 
seed dies out, and only noxious weeds cum 
ber the ground Has not the earth shared 
the pnmeval curse, and does it not love 
: y and pourish the deadly mghtshade better 
than its cousin Solanum, the potato? Anoth- 
er proof of the natural wickedness of 
plants is secen in the parsmp Plant and 
tnd itin the garden and itis nutritious 
and wholesome, but leave itto self sow 
and vegetate neglected, let the forces of un- 
i regenerate nature deal with ıt unmolested 
k iora year or two, and uts root isa rank 
poison that hills whole families at a meal 
What is this but total depravity among ın 
\ animate things, in its most decided form ? 
Why 3s it that every crop has its plague 
that fs at perpetual war with the farmer? 
i Why might he not have been allowed to 
raise acrop of wheat without a crop of 
weevils, chinty bugs, and grasshoppers? 
Why not potatocs without bugs and rot? 
Why no’ cotton wthout the destructive 
worm, grapes without the aplns, plums 
without the curculio® Total depravity 
A azam Nature shows a grudge against 
ever} thing that man loves; and makes a 
conunual fight against indulging him to 
‘ his hearts content, but who ever knew a 
worthless wecd, thorny bush or poisonous 
shrub to haveany natural enemies to limit 
its growth? 

Reproduction of useful plants 13 only se- 
cured under most favorable circumstances, 
by the exercise of care and shill; but nox- 
ous weeds cannot be rooted out. They 
are Nature’s special favontes Laike the vi- 
! ces of unregenerate humanity, they may be 
i kept down by watching night and day ` but 
h when this vigilance 13 released, up they 

come as bad as ever Take for example 
the burdock and the ‘devils pitch fork,” 
as usually called If undisturbed they will 
grow tall and rank bearing quarts of steds, 
all gifted with the necessary apparatus for 
hoohing themselyes on to our clothing and 
(A being carried to every nook and corner of 
the country, as if it were ot the highest im 
portance 1n Nature that every square rod 
should raise rts due proportion of these in- 
teresting berbs But keep the garden well 
hoed from May to September, cutting off 
every green thing, and then say, “I can 
now lay down my arms and consider the 
fight ended for this year, for it ıs too late 
in the full for those weeds to mpen seced ” 
But watch the result The persevering, 
wicked, and thoroughly depraved plant 
shoots up, as cheerfully as if nothing had 
happened, ıt hurries up a few inches, puts 
forth all its vigor some warm day, hag one 
or two bg blossoms, and mpens its perni- 
cious pod{ul of seeds amid October frosts 
that woald ruin acrop of Hubbard squash 
eg, and behold your garden 1g seeded with 
“pitch forks” for ten years to come 
Another instance showing that in the 
natural World evil generally takes the pref- 
ercnce If the farmer puts the seed in the 
ground 4 trifle too deep, or too shallow, too 
early or late, when too wet or too dry, he 
loses labor, for ıt will not produce a crop 
Bat alt his vegetable enemies are free from 
such restrictions, The seeds care nothing 
for being buned deep or lying all winter on 
the surface They never rot or freeze to 
death, bat like the evil promptings of the 
heart, spnng into hfe at the first sunshine 
of opportunity Plough them under, and 
raise a hundred crops of grass above them, 
yet they lose not ther vitality, and for 
aught we now, they keep warm and wide 
awake ın their long cold bed, happy m 
thinking of the mischief they will do when 
neat the ploughman turns them up to the 
hghtof day It may be a hfetime since the 
wheatfield with its kml and cockle wag 
turned into a meadow, and not a blossom of 
them seen in all that time, yet cultivate the 
soil again and up spring the cockle and 
kal, while if a week of wet weather follows 
the planting of corn on the same land, every 
kernel of ıt may rot and perish 

But the insect World proves our position 
with greater force than all the rest What 
has man ever done, that his spintual good 
should require the torments that his cor- 
poreal nature endures from the pirates of 
the atmosphere’ There are two insects use 
ful to mankind, for they produce the silk 
cocoon and the honey-comb, on the other 
hand are a million sorts of insects, all need- 
Iess and superfluous for our uses, and gen- 
- erally annoying or destructive The silk- 
worm must. be carefully tended, kept in 
warm rooms or climates, and constantly 
fed. All the rest can take care of them- 
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sches to perfection A colossal fortune 
awaits the Yankee who will find a way to 
mitigate the pest of houseflies, but no one 
wil get it Musquitoes are said to be only 
produced from eggs laid in httle floating 
clusters on pools of stagnant water in which 
they hatch and spend a season of aquatic 
existence, imagining themselves sinall 
whales and porpoises But go to the cen- 
ter of the dry est praine, or far into the re 
cesses of the sandy pine woods of the north, 
forty miles from water, and there you will 
find the ubiquitous torment, as numerous, 
as heen of appetite and as glad to see you 
as if they had gone there by you special 
appointinent. Where did they all come 
from, and how did they spend the winter, 
isashed in vam Itis doubtfulif they them 
selves hnos We can only say that such 
1g the peculiar advantage enjoved in nature 
by the abominable and obnoxious over the 
respectable and harmless, thit even ina 
winter that freezes ont the farmers honey 
bees, they are sife hidden seme wien, w bere 
their worm dieth not and thar ore is not 
quenched = They ou 1 t todieout, aserery 
one hnows and they probably would, but 
for thetr total deprivits 
The grasshopper, t» another instance 
He breeds on the barreu plains of the tar 
Northwest as numerously as his own na 
tiye sands, batching from tiny eggs that 
have lain ın the surfice ten long months 
through wet and diy, with the thermometer 
at times fifty below zero What a blessing 
would he have been, were he a grape vine 
or an apple tret, for, as the tree peddlers 
say, he tə perfectly hardy and productive 
What a world of useless energy is wasted 
in his little shell If we could only get 
horses with as much endurance! With 
about a quarter of a gram of muscle, he will 
make journeys that would shame a carrier 
pigeon and wear outa locomotive , then set 
tle down and devour the grain on five or ten 
counties, and start out with the next fair 
wind without paying bis bill 
The hoppers are chiefly valuable as an 
exaggerited instance of how far nature can 
carry the perverse and destructive clement, 
without the least compensating or redeem- 
ing feature They are the true carpet bag- 
gers of the insect world, gathering where 
they have not strewn and reaping where 
they have notsown They come from far 
away as aliens and foreigners, to take pos 
session of the country with a special com 
mission to collect the internal revenue, af 
ter doing which they “light out ” for other 
parts They are merely transient boarders 
They mahe no permanent improvements 
We have a class of people in the west just 
like them, who travel without destination, 
wafted by the wind of circumstance They 
carry no baggage, pay no bills, and think 
the world owes them a hving. They hght 
down in 1 little town, borrow moncy, run 
in debt, steal n little, and les y contnbubons 
on the industrious, when they begin to be 
better hnown they tahe wing Noone can 
stop them, and they are hhe the grasshop 
per, only welcome when tLey leave They 
tahe good care to remain in light marching 
order, unencumbered by real estate, ready 
to “ship the country ” on short notice 
Thus they remind one of a certain other 
insect, which chiefly distinguishes itself ın 
the same way, foritis proverbial tbat when 
one puts his hoger on him, he 3s not there 
These latter pests are neither fishionable 
nor popular in good society , yet their in 
nate depravity of soul impels them to be 
very presumptuous and remun © here they 
are not wanted In the warm soil of the 
South they grow spontaneously In these 
cooler legions we might be destitute of 
them, were 1t not that most men are fond 
ofa domestic animal that supphes them in 
reasonable numbers ‘Thus ingenious man 
aids untiring nature to Keep up the supply, 
and the canine pets are held to be indis 
pensable in every well regulated household 
But it is a part of some people’s philosophy 
that everything in nature both preys on 
something else and is in 1t turn preyed 
upon, which 3s a most gratifying consola 
tion, and tends to further clinch the proof 
of the universal depravity doctrine, as il 
lustrated by the following pathetic extract 
t The kitten chiw ~ the captive mouse,— 
The wanton bos then cuts the kitten, 


The master logs the hoy at cchool— 
Some gulin turn gives Ara the mitten’ 


Mankind have doze to vea their case 
And doga have many fleas to bite em, 

W bi'e rhese support still smaller fleas, 
And gg they go, ad intunitum * 

Thus to the fret ful and complaining mind 
all the world looks dark and sl/l contrived 
Man seems the victim of a general conspi- 
racy to wrech his happiness Labor and 
patience only, are his refage and his tempo- 
ral salvation Labor to overcome all the 
minor obstacles Nature flings in our way, 
patıcnce to endure the annoyances of lle 
And when the character 13 moulded and 
perfected by this constant discipline, then 
we begin to sce the wisdom of the great 
universal plan whose details we only faint 
ly know Thenall these mutinous thoughts 
against Providence turo to humble ap 
proval, and we rest content with the bright 
and beautifal side of the picture and say ın 
the changed words of the poet, * 


“Who wonld not live alway, who longs not to 


stay 

Where sunshine and joy chase cach storm cloud 
away? 

Where the rivers of plea-are wash out sorrow’s 
stain 

And blindness aione is the canse of our pun’? 


The Law of Libel. 


Some very queer cases have grown 
out of libel suits, and we would not 
advise any one to enter such affairs 
without a very good reason But be- 
ing in, without being able to withdraw, 
a few points may not be without val- 
ue. They are especially valuable as 
referring to matters which should not 
be entered upon if ıt 1s possible to 
heep out of the way of them There 
were some points which were made in 
recent decisions in Philadelphia that 
are worth a glance For it 1s always 
better to avoid a difficulty than to get 
into it and then fight 

Judge Finletter, of the Philadel- 
phia Court, in the case of the Chief 
of Police of that city 7s Joseph R 
Reed, a reporter for the Sunday 
Times, charge libel, thus affirms the 
points of the libel law as enunciated 
by Judge Dean in the Cambria Coun- 
ty Court, some months ago-— 

If the jury find that the alleged h- 
belous matter admits naturally of two 
constructions, one of a libelous char- 
acter and the other not, they are 
bound ın law to put upon it that con- 
struction which 1s not libelous, and to 
acquit the defendant. 

Even 2f the allegations in the article 
were false, 1f no malicious intent ex- 
sted there was no libel 

Even if the article is libelous, 1f no 
mahicious intent existed, the defendant 
would not be guilty under the law 

The subject. of the article being 
proper matter for public information, 
it was so far privileged that malice is 
not to be presumed from mere fact of 
publication, as in other hbels, but the 
question of malice must be decided 
by the jury from the character of the 
alleged libelous article, the circum- 
stances attending its publication, and 
any other evidence im the case tend- 
ing to explain the intent 

The rule of law as to the presump- 
tion of malice from the publication of 
alibelous article ıs this—where the 
publication of a libelous article has 
been proved, unaccompamed by any 
evidence which explains the intent, 
the law presumes from the hbelous 
character of the article, that ıt was 
published maliciously, but where 
there are attending circumstances cal- 
culated to explain the intent, the 
question of malice 1s for the jury 

As the person referred to in the 
article complained of in the indict- 
ment was a person m official position, 
any information concermng his official 
conduct was proper for public infor- 
mation If ıt was for the purpose of 
the defendant, acting as a newspaper 
reporter, to give the pubhe such in- 
formation, the publication of the in- 
formation was lawful, and the defend- 
ant may justify or excuse it 

The occasion being lawful, 1f the 
defendant proceeded with a good mo- 
tive upon probable grounds, upon 
reasons which were apparently good, 
and upon the supposition that the 
statements made to him under oath 


by Linn, and embodied in the article! 


complained of, were true, his action 
was excusable, and he 1s not guilty of 
publishing a malicious libel 

A reasonable doubt, either as to 
the lhbelous character of the article or 
the malicious intent of the defendant, 
entitles him to an acquittal

ENCOURAGING IMMIGRATION. 

Oo Thursday of last week Gov Pen- 
nington issued a special message to the 
legislature ın which he urged that body 
to tahe ammediate steps towards provid- 
ing for the reception and care of immi- 
grants The governor predicates his rec- 
ommendations upon information received 
by him through a member of the com- 
mittee in charge of Russian immigration, 
Gabriel Bear From the statements of 
that gentleman it appears that Dakota 
has just lost some thirty familes of Rus- 
sians, because no provision 1s made for 
the reception and temporary care of 1m- 
migrants at the city of Yankton This 
special message of the governor and ac- 
companying letter from Mr Bear s pub- 
lished in full in our report of legislative 
doings We hope it will be generally 
read and pondered upon and that such 
action may be taken as will enable Da- 
kota to compete with other terntories 
and states in the effort to secure home- 
steaders for the waiting acres of the 
northwest Our domain 1s broad and 
long and nch in the germs of future 
wealth, but without the human muscle 
to develop 2ts Iatent forces itis as useless 
to present and future generations as are 
the ice fields of the polar wastes From 
every hillside, valley and plam of our 
territory nature 33 beckomng to the on- 
coming hosts of jiard-handed yeomanry 
Afar off they recogmze the signal 
of welcome and long to enter the prom- 
ised land, but falter at ats doorway be 
cause beyond the entrance there 13 no 
adequate provision for ther 1mmediate 
necessities Strangers from a distant 
land, unused to our language and cus- 
toms, and therefore vexed by a thousand 
uncertainties as to the future, from the 
force of circumstances they sre compell- 
ed to turn their faces in the direction of 
proffered ad The tide of :mmigration 
18 thus diverted from its natural course 
and will only resume its channel when 
casting obstructions have been removed 
In view of the facts we ask, for the good 
of the territory, serious consideration of 
Gov. Penmngton’s special and speedy 
comphance with hia recommendations,

The city of Yankton has ım the past 
made provision for the temporary carc 
of immigrants, but only during the sum- 
mer months, and for the good they have 
already done its people are entitled to 
gencrous credit, But the matter proper- 
ly comes within the province of the leg 
islature, as the territory at large, and not 
Yankton alone, 1s to recerve ultimate ben- 
efit from the settlement of unoccupied 
lands Itsa common cause in which 
all alike are interested 


Since the foregoing-was placed in type 
a bill has been introduced mto the legis- 
lature providing for the appointment of 
commissioncis of immigration and ap- 
propriahng $1,000 from termtormal funds 
for the construction of a temporary lodg-

ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC MASSACRE 
Penodical outbreaks of the democratic 
element of the south, accompamed by the 
bloody carnage of n gencral massacre, no 
longer excite senous comment in this 
peaceable fraction of our Union Unol- 
fending republicans, white and black, 
are mercilessly butchered by the still re- 
belhous inhabitants of the defeated con- 
fedcracy and the murderous acts call forth 
but passing comment ın even the loyal 
section of our common country The

regaled with the oft told tale of a negro 
insurrection—whites flecing for their ves 
and blacks patrolling the streets brand- 
ishing their weapons of war Next we 
are told that a battle has ensued and 
that the down-trodden whites bave rallied 
in defence of their “nghts,” and killed and 
wounded SEVENTY-FIVE negroes, their 
own lossin this desperate struggle for 
their lives, the hves of their babes and 
the protechon of thar property being 
placed at ONE KILLED AND TWO WOUNDED 
Then the contest proceeds from day to 
day till unarmed and unoffending negroes 
are shot on sight, simply because their 
skin is black In the course of time the 
negroes are either all killed or driven to 
their hiding places and peace once more 
reigns—the south 1s safe, the insurrection 
has been subdted and the flame which 
made a bon fire of the southern heart 1s 
permitted to subside Chivalry retires to 
his home, cleans the powder stains from 
his musket and revolvers and calmly 
awaits the next republican insurrechon 
And it will come, for chivalry has oued 
bis weapons and placed his cartridges 
where they will be handy at a moments’ 
notice Itis down on the programme of 
political exercises that the negroes must 
“insurrect” once in so often, and if they 
don't do it willingly they will be coerced 
In the last week’s deplorable affair at 
Vicksburg all the ammus of southern 
democratic nature came to the surface 
They demanded the resignation of Shenif 
Crosby, a republican ofhcial, simply be- 
cause he was republican He demurred 
The democracy organized with guns in 
their hands to enforce theirdemand The 
negro militia of the state turned out to 
preserve order and protect a regularly 
elected official Fighting ensued, Crosby 
became g prisoner and was forced to re- 
Sign, the negro mulitia was assailed, 
badly cut up and scattered in every di- 
rection Gov Ames took a stand in fa- 
vor of the blachs and ordered the demo- 
cratic mob to disperse They at first pro- 
tested, but, after succeeding in all they 
had undertaken, comphed, and peace once 
more reignsia Vicksburg—a peace which 
is zealously guarded by five hundied 
armed democrats, organized by the mayor 
of the city The slain negroes have beca 
put under the sod and their surviving 
brethren are tremblingly awaiting the day 


when they wall be called upon to indulge 
in another “ insurrection.”

The message of Governor Pennington to 
the Dahota legislature, which we have giv 
en to our readers in full, 1s a document to 
be commended for its practical good sense 
Itis to be hoped that the resulta of the de 
liberations of the territorial law makers 
may bear evidence that the counsel of the 
Executive was wisely heeded 

One point particularly should be borne 
ın mind—and that the danger of too many 
new laws The tendency of our times is 
quite decidedly in the direction of too much 
law This 1s {fully comprehended by Gov 
ernor Pennington, who counsels the Itgis 
lature to direct effort to the improvement 
of laws already existing rather tban in 
framing new statutes. 

Another pomt, particularly, 18 well ta 
ken, and the people of the territory should 
daly appreciate the action ot the Governor 
in enforcing 1t upon the minds of the poli 
ticians We refer to what he says bearing 
upon the subject of making Dakota a state 
The Governor 18 evidently of the sound 
opinion that there should be no haste is 
this dicection As a territory its expenses 
of government are chiefly borne for them 
by the general government, and their taxes 
for this purpose are therefore merely nomi- 
nal Dilost of the people are poor, and 
while they are struggling to establish them- 
selves 10 u new country the large taxes that 
would be forced upon them through the 
necessities of mamtaining a state govern- 
ment would weigh heavily The people 
are the gainers as 1¢ 18, and their best policy 
19 to be in no haste about changing their 
relations to the general government The 
contrary influence 13 that of politicians who 
desire the offices—the United States 
Senatorships, etc 

The Governor ın big remarks on the sub 
jects of schools, railroads, immigration, ete, 
coupled with his clear statements of the 
character of the resources of the terntory 
and its needs, exhibit practical comprehen 
8i0n of the means requisite to the rapid and 
substantal progress of Dakota, and are cn 
titled to carefal consideration The hon 
esty with which he states bis potats, the 
absence of anything like “ hifalutia” on 
what he has te say of the terntory and the 
condition of its people, wilt attract atten 
tion and respect wherever the document 1s

The President ın his messnge calls atten- 
tron to the fict that the constitution of Ar- 
hansis has been changed in violation of its 
own provisions, and states that inasmuch 
18 congress 18 imvestizating the political 
condiuon of Ark insas, he has thus far de- 
chaed to mterfere, but says“ Woth the 
Jaw to support it, 1t 18 condemned without 
a heamg” Truer words woe never 
spohen and the country never witnessed 
such departures from law as preceded and 
kept pace with the destiuction of 4 consti 
tutional form of government The history 
of no country can show its parallel, and a 
recital of the facts shock the moru sensi 
bilities of every man acquainted with them 
In the Rhode Island caseit was clumed the 
people bad a nght, without the assistance 
of an enabling act, to create another consti- 
tution, but in the Arkansas case the claim 
1s that a body of men claming to be mem 
bets of the general assembly ot a state may 
assemble within the military lines of a fac 
tion and pass a law calling 1 constitutional 
convention, when the constitution ıtself 
prohibits 1t and provides how the same 
shall be altered or amended When we 
come to take into consideration that twenty 
seven persons were admitted to seats in the 
house of represcntatzves to fill vacancies 
which did not extst, and that ten were ad 
mitted to seats ın the senate to fill vacancies 
that dia not exist, and that these tw enty 
seven persons in the bouse and ten m the 
senate, at all umes during the session of the 
so called extraordinary session of the Jez 
islature, consututed a majority of erch 
branch of the general assembly, and that 
these are the persons that called the consti 
tutional convention in Arkansas, 1t 13 time 
for thinking men to reflect whether such a 
preccdent shall pass into history and fur 
nish a rule ror other states to follow 

In looking over the pretended constitu 
frou, and we have given at buta cursory cy 
amination, we find that in amending the 
constitution of 1868, the White Leaguers of 
Arhansas have stricken out the following 
plovisions First, a provision that inhibited 
the legislature from paying for emancipated 
slaves, second, a provision inhibiting the 
legislature from paying any debt or liability 
incurred in aid of the rebellion, thud, a 
provision that asserted the paramount al 
legiance of the citizen was dueto the United 
Stites, fourth, a proposition that asseited 
that no powcr existed in the people to dis 
solve their connection with the {cderal gov- 
eroment, fifth, a provision that denied the 
light of secession , sth, a provision assert 
ng that the federal government is clothed 
With power to marmtain and perpetuate its 
existence by torce of arms, seventh, a pro 
vision that pledged the fath and credit of 
the state to the payment of its debt, and 
eighth, a provision that made every elector 
competent to serve asa juror ‘These acts 
of themselves ought to condemn any con 
stitution, no matter how regululy and law 
fully the people had proceeded These 
Were the vital questions of the war, yct we 
find the White Leaguers of Arkansas re 
turning to thcn secession vomit In the 
act admitting Arkansas to representation 
in congress 13 a provision that, in the event 
the constitution of that state should he al- 
tered or amended, 1t should not be so al 
tered or amended as to disfianchise voters 
in regard to ume and place of residence, 
unless 11 was done prospecticly Yet, in 
the face of this provision, the Winte 
Leaguers have declared a constitution rati 
hed that disfranchtses thousands of persons 
who were clectors under the constitution of 
1868 Ths sort of work cannot be tole- 
rated, aad we bcheve that congress will 
teach that element of society that the forms 
oflaw aud the qacstions settled by the war 
must be observed

laws of congress bowing on the subject of 
the nghts of negioc» are absolutely ignored 
or wilfully viel ucd by the white people of 
the slate ‘Ihe following strong language 
is uscd 

Ihe ex Slaveholde: belleved then (after the 
nominal ucceptance of the thirteenth amendment) 
and docs belive to this day, and hag tanghe hig 
clitdren to belicye that we were hir property, his 
chatte’s stolen from bim by a powerful enemy, 
who had insadcd hts country, and that to deprive 
us ofeverything we carn and possces Is a matter 
of right, dnd itis the daty to trent as an alien 
enemy every White man and inthe cnt colored 
man who may ulicmpt to improve us 

We beheve this to be a true characteriza- 
tion of southern sentiment, and the sooner 
the republican party and the administration 
adopt and act upon tbe theory of its cor 
rectoess, the sooner Wil) a solution of the 
southern political question be reached ‘The 
assumption that the south accepts the frue- 
dom and equal political and civil rights of 
the negro as guaranteed by the constitution 
is false And being false, it 1s delusive, 
leading inevitably to new complications 
The colored people of Alabama are «bout 
to give up the struggle for the achnowledg 
ment of their rights When they come to 
this conclusion finally, one of two things 
must happen Either they will be reduced 
to practical slavery or forecd to emigrate to 
some more favored state In fict, so far as 
the Alabama convention 1s concerned, they 
have already adopted the latter altcrnative 
They have organized an emigration asso 
ciation, and conferred upon tt authority to 
“take such steps as will best eflect the car 
ly settlement of a colony of colorcd famn 
lies at the far west” 


The Indian who Stared at Mr 
Weilscman

Mr H Weiseman, of Brookey’s Bottom, 
this county, calied on us yesterday, (Tucs- 
day) and from h m we learned the particu 
lars of the shooting of an Indian who 
strayed into his premises, evidently with 
hostile intent On thanksgiving day last, 
in the morning, two ot the red imps came 
up to his house and were at once ordered 
to “ vamoosc,” and they immediately took 
their departure without stopping to ques 
tion the authority Shortly after Mr 
Weiseman noticed a sohtary Indian calm 
ly seated between the house and barn, 
wrapped ın his blanket, bis face dishgured 
with war paint and a rile across lis kuecs 
Upon being informed that bis presence 
Was not required in that vicinity, he Jet 
loose a few grunts and sct staring Mr W 
insolently in the face This was more than 
the old frontiersman could take, so passing 
quickly into the house and taking down his 
double barrel sbot gun, which fortunately 
for Lo, was loaded with fine shet, he emp 
tied the contents into the redskin’s blank 
et, who ımpmediately broke for ‘tall um 
ber? badly woundsd Mr Weiseman, it 
will be remembered, had five clildrcn 
butchered in the most horrible manner by 
the Indians during the summer ot 1864, 
and the feeliog he entertains tor them 13 
apything but tnendly, so it Uncle Sam 
wishes to winter his pets and bring them 
out in the spring with whole pelts, they 
must keep on their reservations and away 
from Brookey's Bottom

aud fature prosperity of the territory 
will be greatly promoted by the enactment 
of the present house bill iatoa law Our 
people are probably paying the lager 
part of each years profitson their Jabor to 
castern capitalists as intercst on loins made 
ubder the prescnt ruling rate of interest, 
and capcricoce teaches that it is sucking 


the hfe blood out of our mdustiies and 
paralyzing the improvement of out ruml 
sections and the substantial g1ow th of town 
and country Our toil is enriching the 
eastern money lender alone, the products of 
our soil are sold only to replenish the 
pockets of modern shylockhs mostly 
non residents, and while ibis exists 
Dakota cannot hope to progress in apy of 
the clements which make up à prosperous 
community Theexperiment of igh rates 
of interest as an aid in building up Dakota 
and bringing wealth to her citizens has 
been thoroughly tred and hes signally 
fuld Itis time now to adopt a system im 
which the welfare of the borrowe 1s con 
sidered 


From Fort Thompson 

Major H E Gregory sub agent at Port 
Thompson, arrived in the city on Saturd iy 
evening, having kft the fort on the 4th 
inst Nearly all the Indians belonging on 
this side the riser are at and near the agen 
cy, anl are very quiet and comparat voy 
comfortable. Those on the west side, whose 
agency ıs ab Lower Brule, are more scat 
tered A partint census of the Indians who 
are in Charge of Major Livingston, bas been 
completed without difiiculty, but the upper 
Sioux make scrious objection to beng 
numbcred By reecnt regulations adopted 
by the commissioner of Indian atlas, sub 
sistence stores and other aunuity goods are 
to be issued only to the actual number of 
Indians belonging to an agency, and it 
therefore becomes necessary to have the 
Indians numbered, which is being done as 
pear as practicable. ‘Lhe rule heretofore 
has becn to number them by lodges, cuch 
lodge Counting six persons but 1 has been 
ascertained that by this method the number 
was largely over estimated. “Lo” has been 
sharp enough to pull the wool over the eyes 
of the agent by crecting a large number of 
temporary lodges whencver the ume arrived 
for makipg the annual count, and has con- 
sequently been enabled to procure nearly 
double the amount of supplics to which he 
was entitled This relic of civilization it 
is proposed to totally eatinguish by the 
plan now adopted, of counting each and 
every son of the forest together with his 
squaws and papooses

He asks that a 
day may be fixed for the resumption 
of specie payment, not more remote 
than three years, at the end of that 
tume the Secretary to be authorized 
to raise gold by selling bonds to such

violence should create sad havoc in 
the vicimty before their nearest neigh- 
burmg metropolis, Nashville, should 
even obtain the slightest information 
in regard to it It was thought to 
have been abating, and 1 telegraphed.

Fiom bemg confined exclusively to 
Aleaandria the epidemic has spread 
to the surrounding country {t seems 
to be traveling eastwardly, and has al- 
ready made its appearance at Liberty, 
another httle mountain village a few 
miles distant The entire population 
m that portion of the country are fill- 
ed with consternation, and do not 
now what to do to escape the terr- 
ble malady Young and old are althe 
aMheted, there being many children 
down with it, and some have already 
died Local physicans are baffled as 
to what produces it, nor do they know 
how to cure it or stay its progress 
It resembles cholera in that at attacks 
the stomach and bowels, and produces 
in some instances 1 speedy death 
Some persons have fallen victims from 
sheer neglect to take notice of their 
condition, thinking it nothing more 
than a common charrhwa They ate 
tahen, “doctor” themselves tor a 
weeh, when finally they send for a phy- 
sician, who arrives too late to save 
them from . premature death. In 
several instances whole families have 
been strichen down with the disease, 
leaving, perhaps, only the youngest 
and most helpless, who would be un- 
able to render any assistanee to ihe 
afilicted members 

For two weeks the diseise, which 
was at first considered trivial, has 
been increasing and augmenting in 
seventy and fatahty until ıt reached 
epidemic proportions Since the first 
outbreaking twelve or more persons 
have died, while a large number are 
alarmingly al! Physicians have exv- 
bausted their shillan endeavoring to 
point out the ongin of the visitation 
Tt was at first supposed that some 
poisonous substance was contained in 
the water, but as it has not confined 
itself to any one locality that suppo- 
sition 1s no longer deemed plausible 
Another reason assigned is that this 
1s the “hog-killing ” season, and the 
whole country 1s abounding at present 
im fresh spare-ribs, back bones, and 
sausage meat, and every one 1s tempt- 
ed to indulge too much in the animal 
delicacies and to overload his stomach 
with them Butts hardly probable 
that, should this be the cause of the 
disease, 1t would result so fatally and 
would, moreover, not confine itself 10 
that evclusiye locality The catmg 
of pork 1s general at this time of the 
yen, and yet in no other tection has 
similar disease manifesicd itself Phy- 
sicians state that in Tennessee at pres- 
ent diseases of all hinds reqmre ur 
usually graye treatment, not that 
there 1s so much sickness m the great- 
er portion of the State, but that the 
various diseases are of a more viru- 
lent type than usual 


Relief for Homesternders. 


A Uill for the relief of Homesteaders In 
Nebrasha has been drawn up by Hon $S 
M Boyd, and will be presented at the pres 
entsession of Congress It reads: 

That the settlers upon the public domain 
in the state of Nebrasha under the evist- 
ing homestead and pre-empnon Jaws, are al- 
lowed the privilege of remainyng absent 
from their homesteads or pre-emptions for 
the period of two years without working 
a forfeiture to such homestead or preemp 
tion And, be it further enacted, that the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States be, and 1s hereby, autborized to loan 
out of the public funds of the Umted 
States, to each such homestead or pre 
emption claimant, the sum of $100 at a rea- 
sonable rate of interest, to be secured by 
such clamant by a mortgage upon bis or 
her homestead or pre empuon and theim- 
provements thereon That said mortgage 
shall be a lien on such homestead or pre- 
empuon, and shall be paid at the final en- 
try of the same, If not canceled by pay- 
ment prior thereto That tue Commussion- 
er of the General Land Office, and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, shall have authonty 
to make all needful rules and regulations to 
carry into effect the provisions of this act

To the Honorable Legslatire Assembly of the 
Territory of Dakota 

The two years last past have been 
years of prosperity to this territory. 
A flood of immigration bas been con- 
stantly pouring in to the territory 
from the states and settling m every 
portion of our fair domain, adding 
fully ten thousand to our population 
Gratifying as this resnlt 1s we have 
still greater reason for congratulation 
in the fact that the German Russians 
now coming to this country have after 
thorough investigation of the sections 
decided to locate m Dakota About 
five thousand of this immigration has 
already arrived and settled mostly m 
Yankton, Bon Homme, Turner and 
Hutchinson counties From this 
source alone we may reasonably ex- 


pect 5000 immigrants per annum 
Considerable immgration has also ar- 
rived in Dakota from Norway and 
other European countries during the 
last year 

The hited appropriation for 1mmi- 
gration purposes would not allow the 


commissioner to employ salaned 
agents m New York city or to pro- 
ceed to the old world to mduce immi- 
gration to our section Still several 
agents have been employed in Eng- 
land, Norway and Sweden without 
pay, other than a nominal sum for 
postage and printing. General pas- 
sage tickets to and from the old coun- 
try have been furmshed to such 
agents 

The people of this territory have 
also contributed liberally for printing 
and expense money of agents sent to 
New York and other places to induce 
ammigrationto Dakota Their efforts 
have generally proved successful 

I respectfully recommend that the 
bureau of immigration be reorgan- 
azed by creating 2 board of immuigia- 
tion to be composed of several mem- 
bers residing in different sections of 
the territory, each member represent- 
ing a district composed of several 
counties contiguous to each other 

This method would allow all parts 
of the territory to be heard, and prob 
ably several different nationalities 
would be represented. 

Such a board would be more efi 
cient than a single comnnssioner be- 
cause 1t would call forth the umted 
support of all the people, because all 
could be represented. 

I also recommend an annual appro- 
priation of such a sum of money for 
the expenses of the bureau of 1mmi- 
gration as the legislature im 11s wis- 
dom may see fit to allow. 

Confidently beltering that any sum 
well expended would j1eld ample re- 
muneration to the termtory

The Vicksburg Massacre

Itis a common saying that one 
story 1s good until the other 1s told, 
but there 1s no occasion for anybody 
to wait to hear the “other side” about 
the Vicksburg massacre The state- 
ment that has been sent forth to the 
world by the White Leaguers of that 
city needs no reply It answers itself 
Out of their own mouths they are 
condemned We doubt whether so 
flimsy a tale was ever concocted to 
excuse a horrible crime as that tele- 
graphed to the associated press by “a 
large body of citizens” of Vicksburg 
on Saturday to justify the slaughter 
of 100 human beings in the outskirts 
of that city one morning last week It 
1s not usual for aman who ıs arraign- 
ed for the unprovoked murder of an 
ingocent person to entertain the court 
with along rigmarole about Ins po- 
htieal, financial, or domestic grievan- 
ces—how his party was beaten at an 
election held a year or two before, 
and other candidates than those he 
voted for obtained the offices, how 
these offices have been corruptly ad- 
ministered, and he has thereby been 
saddled with high taxes, and how he 
has been thwarted in his efforts to 
force the rascals to resign, or to Oust 
them from their positions But this 
is the sum and substance of the 
“statement” issued to the country by 
citizens of Vicksburg to justify the 
shooting in cold blood—not of the 
corrupt officials who were responsible 
for their realor pretended grievances 
—but of a crowd of innocent planta- 
tion negroes, who had nothing what- 
ever to do with the troubles of which 
they complain, and were guilty of no 
crime except that of voting a differ- 
ent tichet from that of their murder- 
ers. 

We have no means of judging the 
truth of the allegations ın this state- 
ment about the shortcomings of Cor- 
doza, Davenport, Dorsey, Crosby, and 
other officials of Vichsburg and War- 
ren county. The probabilities are, 
however,that they are greatly exagge- 
rated, 1f not essentially false, but so 
far as the main question 1s concerned 
—the attempted justification of a 
wholesale mussacre of freedmen not 
residents of Vicksburg—it docs not 
make the slighest difference whether 
the allegations are true or not We 
have had rascally office-holders in 
New Yorks; we have been saddled 
with a heavy debt and high taxes for 
a generation to come in consequence 
of their robberies, but we doubt 
whether the country would justify 
the taxpayers of Fifth and Madison 
ay enues in an indiscriminate slaughter 
of ertizens of Harlem or Westchester 
county because they were the friends 
of these thieving officials and voted 
to place them in office There is not 
a city, village, or hamlet iz the North- 
ern States that 1s not overburdened 
with taxation as a consequence of the 
crime committed by the white people 
of the south fourteen years ago, but 
a deputation of thecitizens of Mussis- 
spp}, even though they were headed 
by Jeff Dayis;himeself, might visit any 
of our cities without fear of bodily 
harm We will promise them, at any 
rate, that they shall not be ‘received 
in the outskirts wath a volley of musk- 
etry before they have a chance to 
make known their mission. 

On their own showing, there was 
not the shade of an excuse for the 
“chivalric” young bloods of Vicks- 
burg to treat these poor stragghog, 
unarmed bands of plantation negroes 
as they did They say that Crosby, 
the Sheriff, “circulated a card among 
the colored people denouncing the 
whites as ruffians and barbarians” If 
he did issue such a card (which he 
denies), we submit that he told the 
truth, and the subsequent conduct of 
the whifes proved 1f We can imag- 
ine Dothing-more cowardly and ruf- 
fianly: thai for “a body of intelhgent 


armed men to fire, without warning, a 
volley of bullets into a stragghnog 
party of field hands, who never knew 
the use of arms and when they broke 
and ran, to pursue them and continue 
the slaughter If the negroes con- 
templated a “ riot,” as is claimed, why 
were they not warned of the conse- 
quences before being fired on? A 
volley of blank cartridges would have 
dispersed them just as easily and jast 
as quickly as a volley of bullets. ‘The 
“statement” speaks of “armed ” bod 
1es of negroes, but ıt does not say 
how they were armed That they 
were not armed with muskets, or any 
other dangerous weapons, 1s suficient- 
ly proven by the fact that only one 
white man was injured, while the ne- 
groes killed have been reported all 
the way from fifty to one hundred and 
fifty The “statement” gives the 
number “ from fifty to one hundred” 
—a looseness ot estimate quite char- 
acteristic of southern “ whites ” when 
the hves of black men are in gues 
tion. At all events, the negroes were 
“defeated and dispersed” at all points, 
according to the chrodincles of the 
Vicksburg warriors, with only one 
white maninjured Now, to “defeat 
and disperse” an enemy ımphes that 
there has been an engagement Many 
an important battle was fought in our 
Revolutionary war where the killed 
on both sides numbered less than 
“from fifty to a hundred,” but this 1s 
the first pitched battle ın an open 
field we ever heard of where the 
hilled were all on one side 

The truth is, the was no battle at 
all, the negroes never fired a gun or 
made an attack, or any demonstration 
that looked like an attack It was 
simply a cold-blooded massacre of 
ignorant and defenseless human be- 
mgs And yet these pinks of “chis al- 
ry” talk about the “lives of them- 
selves and their families” bemg “ 1m- 
periled, and they were obliged to take 
arms in therr detense” And “upon 
this record the people of Warren 
county are willing to receive the 
judgment of the country” They 
even take credit to themsely cs for not 
murdering the prisoners who fell into 
their hands, and say that “out of re- 
spect to the laws and reyard for hu- 
man life no violence was done to any 
of them” Magnanimous victors! 
The “judgment of the country” stands 
in mute astonishment at jour valo 
rous deeds, and knows not which most 
to admire, the generosity or the bra- 
very of the “people of Warren 
county ’

THE NEW YORK SHAKE 
4n Entire County Agitated by a 
HMeaye from the Earth's Bow els 


{From the New York World, Dec 12} 

Wrestchester county was shaken by 
an earthquake Thursday mght Re 
ports from all parts of the county 
agree that at 10 30, pp m,a clearly- 
defined shock passed through the 
whole district, extending from the up- 
per end of Manhattan Island to the 
southern portion of Connecticut 
Yesterday morning all the trains of, 
the Hudson River Railroad, the Har- 
lem and New Haren routes, were 
filled with persons who had been 
startled by the subterranean commo 
tion on the previous mght The re- 
ports generally agree in giving the 
shock a progressive motion from 
northwest to southeast, the intensity 
of the jar varying sn different local 
ities It came first as a low rumble, 
increasing in volume until the shock, 
which gave the dwellings an unmis- 
takable shake, and then the rumble 
passed on, dying out in from eight to 
ten seconds Many jumped to the 
conclusion that nitroglycerine was the 
cause of the noise, either by some ac- 
eidental eaplosion or an some blast, 
and the Bergen Tunnel, the Fourth 
avenue excavations, and the Hell Gate 
improvements were severally fixed 
upon as the places whence came the 
motion Those who had experienced 
similar concussions were not satisfied 
with this explanation, as the nature 
of the shock and 1ts approach was not 
of the sudden, decisive type followed 
by a long rumble, which marks the 
combustion of explosive material. 
Nor was ıt thunder, as others sup- 
posed Those who ran out, immedi- 
ately on receiving this summary no- 
tice to quit their residences, observed 
but one moderate sized cloud in the 
sky, while along the Hudson snow 
was falling at the time ın gentle 
flakes, while not the slightest breath 
of windstirred The noise, too, came 
from below and not from above The 
mysterious hubbub was the work of 
subterranean and not of celestial 
agencies 

At Mount Vernon, a village which 
18 proud in the possession of a bank- 
ing institution, a notion prevailed that 
a gang of thieves were Jaying burgla- 
rious hands upon the treasures in the 
vault and had blown open the doors 
of the safes, and a posse soon sur- 
rounded the moneyed center to find 
themselves mutually surprised and 
more dumbfounded than before At 
each village along the route from this 
place to Stamford, beyond which lat- 
ter place no tidings of any untoward 
sensation has yet been heard, the ide ı 
prevailed that ıt was the neighboring 
townsmen who were raising the rum- 
pus in some way, which would trans- 
pire in the morning 

The duration of the commotion va 
ries in different accounts Some put 
ıt at fifteen and others down to five 
seconds One says ıt continued for 
“ fully thirty seconds ” The general 
direction in which the subterranean 
wave traveled appears to have been 
from north to south, according to the 
mass of testimony given by those 
who were interested ın the occur- 
rence It1s not known that any se 
rious damage occurred to property or 
lfe by the falling of houses, or the 
loosemng of chimney pots, etc Some 
exaggerated report gave heresay sto- 
nies of such incidents, but they could 
be traced to no trustworthy source 

In New York there are a few iso- 
lated individuals who insist they felt 
something odd about that time in the 
evening, but no careful observation of 
facts or sensations were made by any 
rehable party

The Ahorne) General's annual re- 
port shows that there were judgments 
during the fiscal year m civil suits m 
favor of the United States of $2,201,- 
124, amount actually realized, 2307,

were terminated, including 2,625 con- 
victions, of which 102 out of 966, 
were under the enforcement acts 
The total suits to which the Umted 
States were not a party is 19,194, of 
which 11,490 were terminated, the

We give the following extract from Gov 
Ames’ recent statement to the Mississippi 
legislature Speaking of the Vachsburg 
afur and the causes Which produced a cri 
sts be says that no legal remedy had been ey- 
Lausted a petit jury had not been organ- 
ized = The sherifl could have been restrain 
ed from acting as sherff in comphance 
with the law by injunction, by applying to 
any one of the thirty chancellors and cir 
cuit judges of the state, or any of tbe su 
preme court judges, On proper showing, 
could have becu required to demand new 
bonds Yet not the first step was taken 
The cause of complaint in Warren county, 
if any there be would, I have no doubt, 
have received fulland fivorable considera- 
uon by the legislature, but we are forced 
by the facts to the conclusion that a legal 
or legislative remedy has not been desired 
The action of theinsurgents bears a strong 
resemblance to that which so frequently 
occurs in Muwucan or South American 
states, where legally constiuted govern 
ments are overthrown by restless spirits 
who may assemble around them the means 
of so doing Is Mississippi to sink toa 
level of such communities? Are we to be- 
lieve any considerable portion of our citi- 
zens can lend aid or countenance to such 
lawlessness? What is more hhely than 
such actton to destroy the peace prosperi- 
ty, and safety of every community within 

our bordcrs 

He further says that Mississ'ppt is pe 
culinly situated—a problem to solve quite 
unlike any presented to the world previous 
to recent sears The population comptises 
two races, Who, by revoluiion, have been 
throwa together on the same political and 
civil level We find in Warren county that 
violent white men have been months ap 
pealing to the prejudices. of their class 
urging on a war of races for political pur- 
poses At this very moment, when state 
and county authorivies are successfully re 
sisted when free action on tbe part of offi 
cials ıs impossible, the armed insurgents 
procure orders for a local election with the 
intention that tbe ballots shall be cast im 
the midst of such a reign of terror, that 
the will of the great majority may be un 
done by the minority It 1s well for us to 
face the facts usthey exist To evade then 
or ignore them would be cowardice and 
crime The insurrection has its sympatht 
zers and supporters ın other parts of the 
state They have delbcrately and know 
1ogly entercd upon this work of revolution 
with a purpose coextensive with the hmits 
of che state tis insurrection 1n its fall 
est sense If successful, it must necessari 
ly reduce the majority to the will of tne 
minority, and that minority, which shall

Wuercas, The legislature of the state 
of Mississippi, now 10 session, hive repre 
sented to me in a concurrent resolution ot 
thet body, that several of the Iegnily elect 
ed othcers of Warren county, m sid state, 
are prescnted from executing the duties of 
their respective offices by force and vio 
lence, that the public buildings and 1¢¢ 
ords of sud county have been taken into 
possession of nud are now held by lawless 
and unatuthorived persons, that many

mces and endangering life ud property to 
un alarming extent, and 

Wareriis, The said legisl ture, as afore 
sud, hive made pplication to me for such 
part of the militaiy force of the United 
States as may be necessary and adequate to 
protect said state and citivens thereof 
against domestic violence hereinbefore 
mcntioued, and to enforce the due execu 
uon of the laws, and 

Wientzis The laws of the United States 
roquue that whenever tt may be necessary 
the judgment of the picsident to use mili 
tary force fur the purpo.e aforesaid, he 
shall forthwith, by proclamation, command 
such insurgents to disperse and reure 
peaceably to their respective abodes within 
a hmited time 

Now, therefore, I, Ulysses $ Grant, 
president of the Uunted States, do hereby 
command such disorderly and turbulent 
pcisons to disperse and retire peaccably to 
tbeir 1espective abodes withio five days 
from the date hercot, and Chat they refiain 
from forcible resistance to the laws and 
subunt themselves peaceably to the lawful 
authorities of satd county and state

Three years ago the knowledge of the 
average reader of a Chicago daily in regard 
to Dakota, was of a very indefinite charac- 
ter The building of the Union Pacific, 
and of other ratlroids leading to the west 
and south, had turned the eyes of emigrants 
and capitalists towards Nebraska, Kansas 
and Colorado, and that section of the west 
was well and extensively advertised 
throughout the east and the interior The 
census of 1570 showed a white population 
in Dakota of but little over 12,000, and, at 
that time there was not a mile of railroad 
within the territory At the same time it

of any of the territories, being nearly 400 
miles square, and containing fully 150,000 
square miles It was also at that time, and 
still is, much nearer to Chicago than avy of 
the other territories, and possesses very 
many natural advantages v hich were for a 
long time overlooked 

Lhe public lands of this territory have 
never been exposed to direct sale by the 
government, and they have only been ob 
tainable by actual settlers under the pro 
visions of the homestead and pre emption 
acts This has been an advantage, and also 
a disadvantage It has led to a much more 
compact settlement of the country than 
that which Is scen in Iowa and Nebraska, 
since large tracts could not be bought up 
here by speculators to be held until they 
should become valuable, but speculators 
and corporations haying no wares to sell 
bere, have not taken auy pains to advertise 
the country Sull, the territory has grad 
ually been filling up, and, during the past 
two years, with great rapidity The vote

tiy, the rainfall bas steadily increased every 
year, and has been since 1870, ample, while 
Minnesota, Iowa Nebraska and Kansas 
have alike suffered more from grasshoppers 

The weather which we have been having 
during the present fal! would be regarded 
as quite remarkable by many of your read 
ers Thus far we have had two mere flur 
rics of snow——scarcely enough to cover the 
ground, and disappearing before noon 
There “have been no rains except slight 
sprinkles, no mud, and the roads are as 
smeoth and hard as a floor 

fhe building of the Dakota Southern 
railroad from Sioux City to Yankton, 
which was completed two years ago this 
winter, brought mneh of the business winch 
bad formerly been at the former to the lat 
ter place Especially has this been true 
with reference to the transportation of army 
and [odian supphes to the various military 
posts and agencies up the Missouri river 
Stcamboats have loaded here for the past 
two summers, and business has been quite 
active Dung the pist season, some 300 
buildings have been erected 10 Yankton—a 
fair proportion of them being brick, and 
many very good and substantial in every 
way Many of the other country towns 
have also improved quite rapidly and the 
surrounding country his advanced very 
much Yet tbc money pressure 1s felt here 
as itis elsewhere, and, while all feel the 
necessity for economising, there are many 
adventurers and idle men who puzzle tbe 
ordinary industrious avd honest citiseo 
when he asks himself how thcee people 
exist

MUSING SOT DIETS 

Torr Srni Dee 19 —With the excep 
uom of rumors, whieb can be traced to no 
rehable source, notbing has been beard 
from the soldiers who went after the Black 
Tiills party smee they struck the trail two 
weehs ago They took but fifteen days’ 
rations with them, which would only last 
ull today Tidings of them are anxiously 
looked for, as the Weather 1s very cold and 
cloudy with high winds, the forerunner of 
blizzards ın ths country 


THF BADGERS ORGANIZING 
Frow the Boscobel (Wis ) Dial 

Gen John Comstock, in full uniform, 
was very active on our streets one day last 
week in raising a company of dragoons for 
the Black Hills He says be wants a com 
pany of 100 able-bodied men—men that are 
not accustomed to drinking water, men 
that can subsist on sea biscuit, antimony 
whishey and dog leg tobacco- men tbat 
can sit in the saddle and take fifteen dnahs 
of the above whiskey every fifteen minutes 
for fifteen days—such men he thinks would 
stand the trip, which be says will take 
about fifteen years, unlesssooner discharged 
The General proposes to uniform and equip 
throughout, at bis owe expense, 100 men 
of the above caliore and will start for the 
Black Hills as soon as 100 names are en- 
rolled 

LNSLCCESSFTI PURSUIT 

Fort S0 Ly, Dec 21 —An Indian scout 
has just arved here from Captain Tol 
man's command with dispatches from the 
Captain He reports that lis command 
followed the Black Hills mining party un- 
til they reached the Hills At one time the 
soldiers were close upon the miners, but 
their horses gave out and the command was 
obliged to abandon the pursuit He says 
the party consisted of twenty sia men and 
sia wagons Captain Tolman expects to 
reach Fort Sully to morrow mght, when 
further particulars wall be obtainable 

Reports reached Fort Sully to day that 
the Uncapapas were leaving Standing Rock 
Agency, having sworn vengeance against 
the soldiers on account of the arrest for 
murder of one of their band named Rain in 
the Tace 

CAPT TOLMAN’S RLPORT 

Font Sub1i, Dec 22 -—-Captain Tolman, 
First United States Infantry, who has just 
returned from the pursuit of the Black 
Hs mining party, says I left Cheyenne 
on the morning of December 6 with a par- 
ty of thirty cight men, including Major 
Bmgham, United States Indian Agent, in 
pursuit of a party of miners en route for 
the Black Hills, whose trail was reported 
fresh by Indians When we struck the trail 
of the miners, near the South Fork of the 
Cheyenne River on the 11th inst. F could 
not tell how old it w1s on account of a re- 
cent snow storm We followed the tral 
into the Hills, entering where Custer came 
out, between Harney’s Peah and Bear 
Butte We penetrated a distance of thirty 
miles, and found that the miners had push- 
ed straight through the Hills, following 
Custer’s old tru} We also found that the 
Indians story of the freshness of the trail 
was false, as I covered twenty seven days’ 
march of the miners in ten days We met 
two Indians at this point who hag seen the 
miners enter the hills, and who had follow- 
ed them about forty miles further The 
Indians said the party consisted of twenty- 
one men and sit teams of oxen, and that 
none of the party could speak Indian, as 
they had tricd to communicate with them 
I gave up tbe pursuit, as oul rations and 
forage were nearly evhaused, and made the 
return trip in six days, having traveled four 
hundred and ninety mies We had ua- 
usually mild weather for this season of the 
year, and found an abundance of green 
grass among the foot hills and plenty of 
antelope, blach-tailed deer and other small 
game We found quartz rock but did not 
stop long enough to determine whether it 
contained gold or not. We saw numerous 
places where the miners had been prospect- 
img I should judge the weather was much 
milder among the Hills than on the plams 
but that more snow fell there We found 
plenty of running water after the first four 
days out, but during that time had to melt 
snow to obtaina supply We saw no In- 
dians, except the two mentioned, and one 
lodge of friendly Sioux on Cheyenne river 


ANOTHER MILITARY EXPEDITION 

Otan a, Neb, Dec 23 —General Ord re 
ceived the following dispatch yesterday 
from Colonel Bradley 

An Indian came into Spotted Tail on the 
17th and reported that twelve days betore 
he met a party of twenty one white men, 
with sia teams, on Elk Creek, at the east- 
ern foot of the Black Hills They came 
from Missoun, and were going into the 
Hills 

The following 13 his reply 

Send a company -of cavalry from Camp 
Sheridan or Robinson, as you think best, to 
overhaul the party ın the Black Hills, and 
to expel it from the Indian Territory under 
the instructions of Sept 3 from headquar- 
ters mihtary division Furnish the com- 
mand with a good supply of tents, stores, 
and blankets for men and beasts 

The command will start when the weath- 
er will permit 


RESPECT FOR TUD TREATY 

Secretary Delano has written a letter to 
the Secretary of War in which he says

treaty to the Sioux Indians, and I respect 
fully request that the most eflective mea- 
sures within the power of the War Depart- 
ment may be adopted toward all persons 
making encroachments upon the said tern- 
tory, and tbat all intruders be pursued, 
overtaken and expelled from it 


GOLD IN PAYING QUANTITIES 
From the Sioux City Journal—23d 

Our special dispatch from Fort Sully 
gives an interesting report of the pursuit 
by Capt Tolman’s command of a party of 
adventures The soldiers penetrated the 
Black Hills quite a distance, but were com- 
pelled to return without their game The 
expedition has served to demonstrate that 
a trip from the Missouri River to the Black 
Hills at any season of the year 1s nota 
perilous undertaking The distance from 
Fort Sully appears to be only about 200 
miles, with plenty of water and forage 
most of the distance There appear from 
the Captain’s statement, to be miners in the 
Hills, and at work, and there seems to be 
nothing 1n the way of weather or Indians, 
to rpterfere with their prospecting Other 
information, recently received, represents 
that the miners there are finding gold in 
paying quantities, even at this most un- 
Javorable season of the year for gulch min- 
ing We trust the unlawful character of 
the work may soon be removed by ap ex- 
tinguighment in some way of the Indian 
title and the opening of the country to the 
free possession of white men and workera

bill specify that the city of Yankton must 
pry the other $1000 In addition to tls, 
Yankton s proportion of the $1000 tax on 
territorial funds will be about $300, Iear- 
ing $700 for the territory at large to pay

Should we base an opinion of the fi- 
nineral condition of the people of Dako- 
ta upon the Christmas sales of our retail 
merchants ind fancy goods dealers, we 
might conclude that the past had been a 
prosperous season for all classes, includ- 
ing farmers and laborers, but there are 
so many indications of destitution amorg 
these latter classes—reports of such un- 
dentable character—that we are forced 
to conclude that while there are many 
who have and are enjoying a fair degree 
of prospenty, their numbers are equalled 
uf not exceeded by another unfortunate 
class who not only could not afford to 
enjoy the festisines of Chnstmas, but 
are unable to provide themselves and 
those dependent upon them with proper 
food and comfortable clothing 

This 13 particularly true of firmers in 
nearly every portion of the territory 
whose crops were despoiled by insects 
last summer, and who had no otber re- 
sources left to provide the necessities of 
life for the present winter 

Itis urged by some well meamng per- 
sons, who do not deny the fact that 
some of our people are destitute and 
sufferiog, that we should not allow this 
condition to be made public, becanse it 
will dive immigration away from the 
territory—that those classes east who 
are looking for new homes 1a the west 
will not seck a section where insects de 
vour the crops and people cannot ra ihe 
a hving 

While we crn admire the zeal of those 
persons in behalf of the growth of Da- 
kota, we do not share thor fears of the 
injury to be done the territory by per- 
mıtting the truth to le hnown at the 
same time respecting that class of un- 
furtunates here whose faithful industry 
has met with no reward, and without any 
fault of the: own, find themselves penni- 
less and destitute at a season when labor 
33 a plentiful commodity without capital 
to employ it 

Were it practicable for those here who 
are blessed with an abundance to sup- 
ply the needs, and cowld there bea dis- 
position shown through a well directed 
organization, to search out and relieve 
all cases of destitution, there would be 
no necessity of gomg abroad for rehef, 
butitis the refinement of cruelty and 
inhumanity, while we refuse to furnish 
the rehef needed, or confess our inalnlity 
to do so, to shut the gates of chanty en- 
tirely, and leave our needy to suffer and 
to starve because it will damage the 
chances of the territory for immigration 
The policy 1s a short-sighted one as well 
We can not if we would, disgnise from 
the world at large, that the grasshoppers 
have devoured our crops in certan dis- 
tricts It has already becn heralded 
on lightnings wings to the uttermost 
corners of the Union, along with Lhe re- 
ports from Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, and 
Minnesota, and if such report 13 calcula- 
ted to do the terntory any damage, the 
hurt 1s already inflicted, and while this 
is the case, Dakota 1s receiving none of 
the generous assistance which 1s flowing 
anto Kansas, Nebraska and other sections 
from the well filled coffers of the humane 
thousands ım the older states W mle we 
suffer in person and in pocket, and while 
the reputation of the terntory receives a 
heavy blow through the broad cast re- 
ports which hive gone abroad, we do 
not with other sections who have suffer- 
ered much more in reputation, receive 
uny of that assistance which would place 
our poor upon their feet when seed time 


returns, and preptre them amply for the 
next season s Jabors, 


But we have not the letst fear that 
imMmugration o capital wall be kept out 
of the territory because it as hnown that 
grasshoppers destroyed growing fields of 
grain last summer There had many 
years clapsed wheran Dahota enjoyed 
perfect immunity from plagut cre the 
blight fell an August Jast,—~years of 
wonderful grow th—and there will be an- 
other succession of yews in which the 
labors of our husbandmen will be amply 
rewardcd 

The settlement of our country In ats 
progress westward has been marked by 
years of great and extensive misfortunes 
—ingects and drouth, as well as Indians 
have met the pioncer and overwhelmed 
him, almost, with dire disaster, but the 
Spuit of progress, the march of empire, 
has continucd, until the continent 13 well 
mgh spanned with towns and cultiyatcd 
fields Misfortunes, greater 10 degree 
though different in character, from ths 
which now affects, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Towa, Minnesota and Dakota, misfortunes 
beyond the control of men, have fallen 
upon Crery section of our country, but 
thur damaging eflect has been in every 
Instance transitory Earthquakes have 
shook the foundations of the golden state, 
pestilence has frequently pervaded almost 
every hamlet a the land, destructive

CHO TRUTH. 


Facts About the Vichsburg Massacre 
Which it will be well to Read 


Irom the Cincinnati Com oercial 


That a filsc account of the slaughter of 
colored men in the neighborhood ot Vicks 
burg has been spread over tue country by 
those who are sympathizers with the ag 
gressors, guilty of needless and most wick 
ed bloodshed, we are not at libert} to 
donbt 

We have, from a source tnat commands 
confidence, astitement phat 1s due the coun 
try. Our information ıs that the active 
whites of Vicksburg had some time since 
dctermined to “ekan out’ the present of 
hce-holders Three of those oflice-holders 
were indicted at the last term of the grand 
jury. Crosby the sherill was the one 
specially uimed at Tt ws determined that 
he should be put out of otce The papers 
insisted on the Board of Supervisors meet 
Ing on Wedvesday of last weck and requir 
ing Crosby to give good bond «A meetung 
of that body was called, and itis hnown 
that the intention nas to require Crosby to 
give a good bond 

But the citizens headed by a hot headed 
and irresponsible set of men, put out an m- 
cendtary circular calltug for 1 meeting of 
the citizens of the county on the same day 
the Board of Supervisors were to meet — 
And every one knew full well thatit was 
the intention that the Board shod be 
forced todo what was wanted, or persdnal 
violence used So the country ulembers 
failed to put iu an appearance But the 
citzens held ther meeting. It was attcodcd 
most by the }ounger men and irresponsible 
parties spoiling fora row. During the ses 
sion n committlee of lawycrs were appoint- 
ed to report if all Iegal means to oust 
Crosby had been exhausted A majority of 
the committee reported that all legal means 
had not been exhausted A minority re 
port was made by two young limbs of the 
law saying that all legal means had been 
exhausted, and that the time for action had 
come By “action” they meant force, aod 
by force they meant therope No conccal 
ment was made in their (alk about hanging, 
ete A committee was appointed to wait 
upon certain officials and demand then re 
sisnation The meeting adjourned to await 
the report The officials who could be 
found begged ume to consult them Jawy cers, 
but fled to reply in the time given them 
On the reassembling of the meeting in the 
afternoon, and hearing the report of ther 
committee, they resolved to adjourn in a 
body to the court house and demand the 
resignation of the ofhcers On 1eaching 
the cout house all the officers fled but 
Crosby He signed aresignation No one 
concealed what his fute would be if he had 
not done so He would have been hinged 
on the spot As soon as he got ont of the 
clutches of the mob he wiote a letter to 
Judge Brown, of the circurt court, stating 
that he took bach his resignation, as he wis 
compelled to {sige it to save Ins life Ie 
was then out of the county, on his way to 
Juchson z 

The morning after this row Judge Brown 
tned to hold court, but the pirties left in 
char_e of the court house refused to let the 
dep ity enter the court room, aud so court 
has bccn adjourned from day to day since 
then On Friday a rumor got abroad that 
Crosby was about to make a good bond, by 
placivg his office ın the bands of some pér- 
son or another acceptable to the people, and 
retung, Jeaving all contiol to such deputy 
Two or three good pirties agreed to take 
the position, and arrangements had bcen 
made with thar friends to make a bond 
that could be ample and beyond dispute 
When this was heard a meeting of the citi 
zens m the aty was called, which iesolved 
to frown down any such effort The next 
morning the papcrs contained notices warn- 
ing White ciuzens from going on the bond, 
and this, too In the face of repeated asscr- 
tions that no charge was made against Cros- 
by except his failure to give a good bond 
On the streets the threats were nBmerous 
tbat no man’s life would Le safe who went 
on such bond 

Crosby returned from Jachson on Fri 
day, with instrucuions from the governor to 
take possession of his office, and to call on 
the aid of the militia to sustain him Ile 
sent news to the country for the negroes to 
come in ou Dlonday and reportto the courts 
house. They came, were met at the city 
limits and slaughtered—simply slaughtered 
and butchered They were chased through 
the woods and fields and shot down like 
dogs Many werc shot after tacy gave up 
and some were shot on their heces white 
begging for mercey The spint of demons 
wasin the people It was not safe for any 
one not in full accord with them to be on 
the street One poor old negro by the 
name of Ambrose Brown was ordered off 
the street by Capt Cowan, a forme: rebel 
battery commander, and being tardy in go 
ing, Cowan deliberately shot him Many 
prisoners were tahen and heptin the court 
house, and tahen outinthe morning With 
winks and nods, and laughter and jest, it 
was reported that three of the most obnoy 
ious made their escape, which means they 
had simply been murdered while pris 
oncers 

This 15 unquestionably the truth of the 
massacre, and the people of the nation 
should fully recognize all its enormitics 
The worst of it is that the persons who 
have been guilty of this wholesale murder 
fully justify themselves upon the statement 
of facts we have given, and we are bound 
to add they are amimatcd by the conviction 
that there bas been a political revolution 
in the north, and their day bas come

Jo the Editoras of the Press and Dakotaian 


Why does the bill which proposes to re- 
duce interest from 19 to 12 per cent linger 
so long ın the council? Is that branch of 
our assembled wisdom under the influence 
of the money changers?

The bill to reduce the rate of interest 
from 19 to 12 per cent passed the house 
some two Weeks ago, and as we learn, by 
an almost unanimous vote Why doca the 
connei hesitate? How stand the members 
from Yankton county® We who voted for 
them have a right to huow Nearly all 
their supporters demand the passage of this 
bill, and af their servants fail them now, 
not even our fealty to party will induce us 
to vote for them again Not only so, but 
we would do all in our power to defeat 
them 

The few who want to continuea high rate
